(moſtly Quakers, as were the Plaintiff and Defendant) the 
Judge having ſum'd up the Evidence, gave the Jury

Gentlemen of the Jury, the Nature of this Action, and 
the Practice of this Court is ſuch, that you muſt find a 


Verdict for the Plaintiff; but with this Diſtnction, to

and after he had told the Court what he had heard concern- 
ing the Character of ſaid Witneſs, he was ask*d if he had 
any perſonal Knowledge of him, or knew Tn what Station of 
Life and Bufineſs he now liv'd, he ſaid he had ſeen him 
many Years ago, but did not know his preſent Station of 
Lf: and Buſineſs ; and being ask'd whether he did not 
know that the ſaid Witneſs was now Agent or Stew- 
ard to a Nobleman, he faid he, did not know it; the 
Court was of Opinion that the Plaintiff's attempting to in- 
validate the Evidence of that Witneſs, ſerv'd only 40 efta- 
bliſh it, and on comparing it with a Paper in the Plaintiff's 
Hands (to which he refer'd in the Courſe of his Evidence) 
the Court was of Opinion that his Evidence exactly 
agreeing with the ſaid Paper, which was read in Court, 
was beyond all Contragiction well ſupported.
